cated represented the views of/ riage 


Hugh 8S. Johnson, the administra- 
tor, was the first modification of. 
the “collective bargaining” labor 
clausé of the industrial act which 
has been written in co-operation 
with the NRA. | 

The Recovery Act provides for 
the organization and-collective bar- 
gaining of employes with no ye- 
straint on the type of represesita- 
tion they may select. 

The additional modifying provi- 
sion which was written in after a 
conference between Lea and repre- 
sentatives of the industry follows: 

Under the foregoing  provi- 
sions, the employers in the in- 
‘dustry may continue the open 
shop policy under which the se- 
lection, retention’ and advance- 
ment of employes will be on the 
basis of individual merit without 
regard to their affiliation or 
non-affiliation with any labor or 
other organization. 


. Original Proposal. 

The original code presented by 
‘the National Automobile Chamber 
of Commerce, with Henry Ford not 
yet indicating adherence, read: 

“In accordance with the forego- 
ing provisions, the employers in.the 
automobile industry propose to 
eontinue the open shop policy, here- 
tofore followed, and under which 
unusually satisfactory and harmo- 
nious relations with employes have 
been maintained. The selection, re- 
tention and advancement,of em- 
ployes will be on -the basis of in- 
dividual. merit without regard to 
their affiliation or non-affiliation 
— any labor or other organiza- 

on.” 

Change Opposed in Other Codes. 

Two other proposed modifica- 
tions of the collective bargaining 
clause, included in-the steel and 
coal codes have met the opposition 
of the administration. 

The steel industry, at the begin- 


ning of its hearing, withdrew its 


‘stipulation that the comfpany union 


‘plan now in use in steel plants met 
‘the requirements of the act, and 
-non-union coal operators are still 
firm in a refusal to eliminate an 
‘open shop provision from their 
‘code, despite the demand of the ad- 
‘ministration. : : 

- The automobile code, however, 
reads differently and in the present 
form stipulates that the open shop 
“may” be continued. : — 

‘ ‘The belief vas expressed by an 
official of the administration that 
‘the’ ‘of the automobile code 
‘might be substituted in other ma- 
‘jor non-union industries to point 
the way to a settlement of the con- 
troversies over union organization.

him in the robbery and would also 
implicate me unless she received 
$400,” Shank’s confession related. 

“Colley had been running around 
with:the woman.” 

Colley left Ohio as detectives 
were seeking him on the charge of 
robbing the prosecutor's office. 
Shank said he did not advise him 
to leave but kept in close commu- 
nication with him afterward. 

“I was greatly worried over re- 
ports that reached me that I might 
be involved in the robbery of the 
prosecuting - attorney's office,” 
Shank said in explaining his de- 
cision to speed to Hot Springs with 
the poison. 

Poison Near Akron. 

With his decision to come and 
with the plot definitely formed in 
his mind, he @eclared he bought the 
poison in a drug store in Kenmore, 
an Akron suburb, telling the clerk 
he wanted it to kill rats. He said 
he had observed the poison’s re- 
action on rats. 

Asked whether his plot contem- 
plated the deaths of the entire Col- 
ley family, Shank replied he had 
not given the matter a thought, 
thinking only of Colley. 

He arrived in Hot Springs Sun- 
day afternoon, spent the night in 
the same apartment house with the 
Colleys and on Monday they deci 
on a motor trip. They went to 
Malvern, then to Little Rock. Tues- 
day morning they started back by 
way of Malvern. 

Determined to carry out his plot, 
Shank said he suggested a picnic 
lunch. They sought. out a secluded 
spot in the woods some distance 
from the highway. There they 
spread the lunch. : 

While Colley was gone with a 
farm youth to a nearby spring for 
water, Shank said he went on the 
opposite side of the car from where 
the others were and put the poison 
in five paper cups containing grape 
juice. If a surviving child saw him, 
as the child has related, Shank said 
he did not know it. As the Colleys 
drank from the cups, Shank said he 
drank from a coffee cup. 

Soon one of the .children was 
stricken with pain, began screaming 
and they decided to leave hurriedly 
for Malvern to get medical aid. He 
never revealed to them that he had 
poisoned them, he said. 

Down the road some distance the 
car driven by Colley began. weaving. 
Observing that the poison was af- 
fecting Colley, Shank said he leaped 
from the automobile. He followed it 
a short distance, then fled into the 
woods. The car soon left the road 
and crashed into a fence with Col- 
ley dead at the wheel, one of the 
children also dead, and the mother 
and another child dying.

ILLINOIS SALES TAX APPLIES 
TO NEWSPAPER CIRCULATION 


Officials Rule, However, That Ad- 
vertising Does Not Come 
Under Levy. 

By the Associated Press. 
SPRINGFIELD, Ill, Aug. 17.— 
The State Department of Finance 
ruled today that circulation of 
newspapers, magazines and periodi- 
cals was taxable under the 2 per 
cent sales tax, but that advertising 
was exempt. 

The ruling by Director Joseph J. 
Rice follows: 

“Newspapers, magazines and pe- 
riodicals are tangible personal 
property and receipts from retail 
sales thereof, that is, to purchasers 
who use them and do not purchase 
them for resale are within the act. 
The person making the final sale 
of the newspaper, magazine or pe- 
riodical is answerable under.“ the 
provisions of the Retailers’ Occupa- 
tion Tax Act. 

“Receipts by publishers of news- 
papers, magazines and periodicals 
from classified or display advertis- 
ing are not to be included in de- 
termining the amount upon which 
the tax is to be paid.”

CHICAGO, Aug. 17-—The La 
Mode Garment Co.; seeking an in- 
junction to prevent woman strik- 
ers from picketing the factory, was 
refused the court’s aid yesterday 
when. Circuit Judge Harry Fisher, 
using the wage and -hour aims of 
the National Recovery Adminis- 
tration. as a standard, ruled that 
the firm paid wages which “vio- 
lated the spirit of the NRA and 
tended to prolong the depression.” 

The Judge issued a decree put- 
ting the principles of the NRA in- 
to immediate effect and increasing 
wages $5. to $550 weekly above 
what the company said it was 
paying, and $8.50 to $9 above what 
the women said they were getting. 

He also ordered the garment fac- 
tory to establish a 40-hour. week. 
The strikers had said they were 
forced to work 55 to 60 hotirs a 
week, punching time cards to. show 
shorter hours. The com >> m 
seeking the injunction, said it 
worked its' employes 52 hours a 
week. 

The company was required to 
comply with any code. for the gar- 
ment —*— which may be adopt- 
ed as the recovery program goes 
along.

Five =e encephalitis cases were 
reported today, as health officers 
of county, city and East Side met 
with ‘State and Federal experts at 
the St. Louis Health Department to 
complete organization of defenses 
against the “sleeping sickness” out- 
break. : 

About 85 cases are known in St: 
Louis and St. Louis County, but sev- 
eral, from both city and county, 
were reported nearing recovery. 
Superintendent Eschenbrenner said 
none of the 41 at Isolation Hospital 
appeared in grave condition. Two 


lelderly patients had lingered in a 


critical stage for six days, simply, 
he said, because of age, but today 
seemed out of danger. 

14 Patients From the City. 

Two of the new patients were St. 
Louisans, increasing the total 
known St. Louis patients to 14, of 
whom 11 are at Isolation. Whilegll 
the county patients reported have 
homes east of Lindbergh boulevard, 
the belt highway from north to 
south, they come, like the city pa- 
tients, from scattered locations, all 
sorts of homes and economic con- 
ditions, in both sexes and all ages 
from three months to 71 years, and 
without record of contact with 
other patients except in the case 
of two families. 

Dr. J. P. Leake, senior surgeon 
of the. United, States Public Health 
Service, told a reporter that such 
evidence as exists indicates that 
epidemic encephalitis is transmitted 
by human carriers, who may be 
convalescents or persons who never 
became ill df the disease. 

No Definite Information. 

Obviously, contacts were so mul- 
titudinous in a nietropolitan. dis- 
trict as to make it virtually im- 
possible to trace the infection, said 
Dr. Leake, who was sent here as 
the Public "Health Service expert 
on this sort of epidemic. Never 
to his knowledge, he. said, had a 
case of epidemic encephalitis been 
traced conclusively to a definite: ex- 
posure. Water, milk and food have 
been ruled out in the St. Louis 
search for a possible cause and 
Dr. Leake commented that near- 
ness to surface water and preva- 
lence of mosquitoes, which had 
been mentioned, were conditions to 
which not only, the patients had 
been exposed, but hundreds of thou- 
saris of persons perfectly well. 

On that evidence, he repeated, 
the reasonable precaution was iso- 
lation of the patient. Persons in 
good health might exercise common 
sense in observance .of ordinary 
sanitary care, which they should 

at( any time. In case of ill- 
—* he urged, they should not de- 
lay calling. a. physician. Beyond 
that, spending money on “preven- 
tives” which would not prevent, or 
drastic restriction of activities, 
would be as unjustified as locking 
oneself in the basement to avoid 
traffic hazards.

‘deck announced, to have the place. 


A statistician, he explained, is not 
merely a recorder of figures, but 
an analyst who can look at them 
and tell what they mean. 

“And that,” he added, “is what 
we have to base our work on. If 
we should begin to slip on diphthe- 
ria prevention, for example, Miss 
Brezee is-the department lookout 
to find it in the figures and tell us 
about it. Then it’s up to us to find 
what’s wrong, and correct it.” 

Figures are\ dull, Miss Brezee in- 
sists, only when you don’t know— 
and don’t care—what they're about. 
And looking at them and around 
them and back of them to find out 


| what they mean is an engrossing 


enough occupation to have kept her 
at it for 12 years, in just the sort 
of statistics she will have to study 
here. 

She had no statistical training in 
college, she related. After gradua- 
tion she took a lI@boratory joh in 
the anatomical department of) Cor- 
nell Medical College. There, for 
the first time, she learned that fig- 
ures. could be. fascinating, and 


rwitoned over to the statistical 
e. 

After four years in the labora- 
tory, she made what might seam a 
drastic change, into the advertis- 
ing business.. But her podsition, 
with a New York agency, was in 
charge of the clerical force in 
market research, where she - had 
columns.and pages and reams of 
Statistics to: play with. 

Miss Brezee returned to medical 
statistics in’a‘survey of New York 
dispensaries and a reorganization 
of ‘their statistical] methods for the 
United Hospital Fund. She spent 
three years in Fargo, WN. D., as 
statistician for a child health dem- 
onstration sponsored by the Com- 

alth Fund, and returned to 
Fargo for-a year in a tuberculosis 
survey for the local] health depart- 
ment and tuberculosis society. 

Along somewhat related lines, she 
made a study of family history at a 
Connecticut tuberculosis sanito- 
rium. She comes to St. Louis from 
the New York State Health De- 
partment. Her home was in Sara-

Mills, former airman of the

of which means of enforcement of 
the recovery act are. specifically 

provided for in the act. . 

This section says: “In submitting 
or subscribing to this code, the 
publishers do not thereby agree to 
accept or comply with any other 
requirements than those herein con- 
tained, or waive any right to object 
to the imposition of any further or 
different requirements, or waive 
any constitutional rights or consent 
to the imposition of any require- 
ments that might restrict or inter- 
fere with the constitutional guar- 
antee of the freedom of the pregs.” 

The temporary agreement, to re- 
main in force pending hearings and 
approval of a permanent code, ex- 
pris hours and wages under con- 

cts in effect on or before July 1, 
1933, and which cannot be revised 
except by mutual consent. 

A 40-hour working week and a 
$12 to $15 minimum wage scale is 
provided for office employes. * For 
mechanical employes a. 40-hour 
week, with a 44-hour maximum for 
any six weeks within any six 
months period, is fixed. They will 
receive a minimym wage ‘of 40 
cents an hour. 3 

Reporters and other editorial 
workers earning less.thah $35 a 
ryek may be employed ‘ only 40 
murs. Others are exempt from the 
maximum hour provisions. —, 

The rican Newspaper Pub- 
lishers’ Association, which submit- 
ted the code, issued this statement 
in regard to the effect of the agree- 
ment on existing mechanical con- 
tracts: 

“Under paragraph 9 of the news- 
paper code as approved by Gen. 
Johnson pending hearings, con- 
tracts with employes are not affect- 
ed. In other words, all terms of all 
contracts affecting hours and wages 
shall be observed, and unless both 
parties want to revise the contracts, 
there is no necessity for revision. 
The A. N. P. A. code does not re- 
quire a reduction of hours or 
change in wages where employes 
working under contract.”

BENTONVILLE, Ark., Aug. 17.— 
Gehe Johnson, alleged confederate 
of the Wilbur Underhill gang of 
escaped Kansas prison convicts, 
was fatally’ shot and his wife, 
Jewell. Johnson, was slightly 
hurt early today when they ran 
into a hail of machine gun and 
rifle fire at the Johnson farm home 
near Springtown, Ark., about eight 
miles north of Siloam Springs. 

A second alleged desperado, Le- 
roy Wright, although believed to 
have been wounded, escaped from 
the posse of 20 Arkansas, Okla- 
homa and Kansas officers, and is 
being sought with bloodhounds in 
the Benton County wilds north of 
Siloam Springs. 

Johnson, wanted for the slaying 
of Patrolman Charles Bruce of Mc- 
Pherson, Kan., May 14, was shot 
in the head and body. He was 
taken to’ a hospital at Siloam 
Springs, where he died. this after- 
noon. His wife was placed in jail 
here. : 

Mrs. Johnson’s Statement. 

Mrs. Johnson was quoted by of- 
ficers as saying that she believed 
the posse would find “another 
body” before they returned. It wag 
believed she referred to Wright, 
who escaped during the fight. 

A bullet passed through Mrs. 
Johnson's arm. When Johnson fell, 
he slumped over his wife’s body, 
partly shieéding her from the fire. 

Miami, Ok. and Ottawa, Kan. of- 
ficers arrived in Benton County 
late yesterday with a “tip” that 
members of the Underhill gang 
were in hiding at a house north 
of Siloam Springs. Sheriff George 
Maples was at Pine Bluff yester- 
day but a posse of local men 
formed to accompany the Kansas 
and Oklahoma officers. The posse, 
armed with several machine guns, 
rifles and repeating shotguns, went 
to the Johnson home about mid- 
night. The officers had been 
“tipped off” members of the gang 
would arrive later. 

Officers Hide in House. 

The officers took posts within 
the home and awaited arrival of 
the three, which came about two 
hours later. The car the three 
drove was a new coupe, with Ok- 
lahoma license. 

As the car stopped, officers de- 
manded that the three surrender. 
When they started to leap from 
the car, the officers fired ma- 
chine guns and rifles. Two men 
fell and Mrs. Johnson ran toward 
the officers. In the ensuing con- 
fusion the man thought to be 
Wright escaped. 

Mrs. Johnson on her way to the 
Bentonville. jail told officers that 
since Aug. 4, when the house was 
purchased by her husband, the Un- 
derhill gang had used it at various 
times as a hideout. Frequently six 
of the gang were housed there at 
one time, she said. In the farm- 
house was found a large quantity 
of ammunitign and a number of 
weapons. 

Ottawa officers said Johnson and 
other members of the Underhill 
gang are wanted for the robbery 
of a Kansas bank recently. Pic- 
tures of Underhill and other des- 
peradoes were found in the house. 

Near Another Hideout. 

The dwelling is a short distance 
from Dripping Springs, Ok., where 
Lewis Betchel, one of the 11 con- 
victs who escaped from the Kansas 


State penitentiary last Memorial 


day, was captured June 2. 

Gene Johnson, with Leroy Wright, 
Harvey Pugh, Max la Monda and 
R. R. Scott are alleged to have been 
the gang which killed Patrolman 
Bruce at McPherson, Kan., during 
the robbery of a filling station 
there. 

Sheriff Dee Waters of Ottawa 
County, Oklahoma, a.-member of 
today’s posse, said Wright was also 
wanted for the killing last spring 
of an automobile convoy driver at 
Picher, Ok. 

Johnson was not among the 11 
convicts who escaped from the 
Kansas penitentiary under the 
leadership of Underhill and Harvey 
Bailey, who is held at Dallas, Tex., 
for the Kansas City Union Station 
slayings and the kidnaping of 
Charles F. Urschel, Oklahoma City 
oil millionaire.

Henry Wallace in Memphis. 


To the Editor of the Pust-Dispatch: 
R ECENTLY I attended the banquet 
given in honor of Secretary Wallace 
by the citizens of Memphis, Tenn. . Ia 
some respects it was a remarkable oc- 
cgsion. More than a week has elapsed, 
but. I find myself still thinking about it 
quite frequently. Two hundred. invita- 
tions had been issued, but the demand 
for places was so overwhelming that 500 
were finally seated at the tables. 

It happens that I have attended a num- 
ber of cotton growers’ meetings in Mem- 
phis and. Little Rock. After each such 
meeting I found that I hed left with me 
the impression that the Civil War was 
not quite over. Especially when ad- 
dressed by a Northerner, the Southern 
sudience is noticeably on the defensive. 
Well, after observing the effect of Henry 
Wallace's speech wpon the banqueters, I 
feel that the war is now definitely over 
for a good many mid-South cotton grow- 
ers. They took this Yankee to their 
hearts without reservation. 

If you happen not to know Wallace, 
the enthusiastic accounts of his speech 
in the Memphis papers might lead you 
to suppose that he had projected his per- 
sonality with all the art and graces of a 
polished orator. Not at all. He talks 
slowly, somewhat hésitatingly, never in 
anything other than the conversational 
manner. He gives the impression that 
his brain is working hard, but he is hav- 
ing some difficulty in choosing what to 
say out of the many things that are 
racing through his mind. He talked at 
great length, and it was a hot evening. 

After a good while, it occurred to me 
to look out over the audience to see how 
they were taking this commonplace but 
accurate analysis of the cotton growers’ 
desperate dilemma. I was amazed at the 
concentration written upon every face. 
They were thinking unself-consciously. 
They had forgotten all about themselves. 
I.do not recall that there waf a single 
outbreak of applause throughout the 
speech, although there was an ovation 
after he had closed, and his hearers had 
taken a little time to set brakes on the 
train of thought that had had complete 
right of way in their minds. 

Henry Wallace had got across his 
personality after all. I was afraid he 
wouldn’t. How foolish. His entire ‘ean- 
dor and simple honesty, his sympathetic 
understanding and the quiet courage with 
which he was attacking the complex 
problem of the Southern cotton grower, 
whose enormous exportable surplus 
makes him the surest victim of world 
nationalistic madness, had captured his 
hearers absolutely. 

More than that, here was a represen- 
tative of the Government who made them 
féel profoundly that it was their Govern- 
ment that he was representing. I am 
sure that he made them feel just that 
way; and that is why I say the war was 
over for those who heard Henry Wallace 
in Memphis. THAD SNOW.

He would have included in each of the codes 
requirements for full reports on prices. : He would 
have the NRA develop indexes of prices and purchas- 
ing power as a means of informing itself concerning 
the relative rate at which each is advancing. He 
would further protect consumers by setting up stand 
ards of quality. He would have consumer complaints 
handled by a fulltime paid body of experts rather 
than by an inadequately equipped advisory board. 
The abandonment of competition as a regulatory de 
vice, as he points out, necessitates the substitution 
of other safeguards against consumer exploitation. 

It is admitted, of course, that the consumer must 
pay the cost of the recovery program in higher prices. 
Reduction of wheat output will raise the price of 
bread. The cotton processing tax will increase the 
price of clothing. Shorter hours and higher wages 
in store and factory will advance the costs of manu- 
facture and distribution and necessitate still furthér 
increases in retail prices. The‘ only request that 
the administration has made of business under the 
blanket agreement is that it not raise prices by more 
than the amount of these higher costs, Eventually, 
however, prices will have to pass costs if profits are 
to be realized. 

For certain classes of our population, these higher 
prices may be more than offset by the increased in- 
comes resulting from the recovery program. Farmers 
will pay higher prices for manufactured goods. out 


of the subsidy which they are paid for curtailing pro-. 


duction. Factory workers will pay higher food prices 
out of the enhanced income provided them by the 
minimum wage. There are other groups, however, 
which have been afforded no such support. Many 
professional people, for instance, will be compelled to 
meet the in prices out of reduced incomes, 
thus seriously lowering their standard of living. The 
salaries of Government employes have been cut, both 
by the imposition of the compulsory furlough and by 
the 15 per cent reduction included in the economy 
program. Teachers’ salaries have been repeatedly 
slashed, and will be further slashed in the coming 
year. Such groups as these the recovery program is 
smiting with a two-edged sword. 

It is, of course, impossible simultaneously to ad- 
vance all incomes and all prices in the same propor 
tion. Some must necessarily suffer that the whole 
community may gain. Even the professional classes 
will be better off if the program succeeds than they 
would be if the economic situation were permitted 
to drift still further into chaos. Despite this, fair 
ness demands that every possible effort be mdde to 
protect them against further salary cuts and exorbi- 
tant price increases. If this is done, they will, in 
time, regain their relative status in the community. 

The Consumers’ Advisory Committee is at a rela- 
tive disadvantage in the NRA set-up. Behind the 
Labor Advisory Committee there is the present and 
growing power of organized labor. Behind the In 
dustrial Committee there is the even greater powér 
of ofganized trade associations. Behi ; Con- 
sumer Committee there is no effectively organized 
consumer support of any sort. It is for this reason 
that particular emphasis should be placed upon the 
composition, the policies and the recommendations of 
this body. If there is to be anything approaching 
equality of consideration in the trade deliberations, 
the Government must consciously tip the scales in its 
favor. | 

It has been inevitable, perhaps, that the pres- 
sure of the emergency has forced Gen. Johnson to 
give the major part of his attention to the labor, 
wage and industrial aspects of the trade pacts. But 
if even-handed justice is to be done, he must increas- 
ingly give ear to the voice of the consumer. Other- 
wise, NIRA may be built into an engine, not of de- 
liverance, but of oppression.

Those elements which go to make a rich and full 
life were singularly blended in Dr. Harvey G. Mudd, 
whose death has deprived St. Louis of one of its out- 
standing professional figures. 

Dr. Mudd was the dean of St. Louis surgery, and 
he achieved eminence both in the practice and ad- 
vancement of his science. A great and kindly man, 
of vast experience and deep sympathies, he was sin- 
gularly happy in the place he so long held as chief 
of staff at St. Luke’s Hospital, a distinction his fam- 
ily enjoyed for 58 years. 
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But this was far from being the whole life of Dr. 
Mudd. He had the zest of youth for life itself, and 
he carried that zest inté many fields. Field sports, 
which attracted him, carried him into forest and fen, 
sometimes in pursuit of wild turkeys, at others hunt- 
ing ducks and geese. He lived to be 76, and was 
active to the end, certainly a testimonial to the effi- 
cacy of gen a balance in life as he achieved. 
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PRESERVE OUR CITY’S LANDMARKS. . 

The Amerfcan Institute of Architects has under- 
taken the valuable work of compiling a list of old 
buildings in this country which, for architectural or 
historic reasons, are worthy of preservation. St. 
Louis has many such, and the local branch of the in- 
stitute has made a tabulation of outstanding struc- 
tures here. More is required, however, than mere 
listing. Unless active steps are taken to preserve 
these relics of our history, they will fall before the 
inroads of.time and the house-wrecker, to the irre- 
placeable loss of the community. 

The Post-Dispatch recently published a page of 
pictures in its rotogravure section, showing out- 
standing structures recommended for preservation. 
These comprised fine examples of early arthitecture, 
ranging back to 1808, including one stately home said 
to be the city’s only remaining example of the New 
Orleans-Charleston style. Other examples may be 
found in various sections of the city, some isolated in 
the downtown district, others in residence areas which 
the uftge for “modernization” has passed by. Many. 
are in a state of decay, and quick action wil] be need- 
ed to save them. Such buildings, if restored, would 
be a valuable civic asset, and a reminder of the 
city’s historic past. 

The cost of preserving individyal buildings should 
not be great. Many a wealthy patron of the arts 
spends more on a single painting than would be 
needed to keep such a landmark for posterity. Europe 
is far ahead of America in its sense of connection 
with the past, and has, as a result, on the material 
side, many fine tourist attractions. St. Louis is a 
city unusually rich, for the mid-West, in eatly struc- 
tures, and should not overlook its opportunity.

England’s Bloodless Overturn 


OST revolutions in history have been 
violent. In Europe, they have been 
accompanied by orgies of. bloodshed; 
victims carried to the guillotine and the 
scaffold by the cartload or in platoons;

business of the country to its foundations 
and sometimes destroyed it. Their purpose 
has been invariably a new deal, a reorgan- 
ization of society, the birth of liberty, fra- 
ternity and equality.

William H. Hatcher Served With 
Texas Rangers About 1876.

WASHINGTON, Aug. 17—Amer- 
ican women were urged yesterday / 
by Mrs. Franklin D. Roosevelt to 


be on the alert for any sudden and 
undue price changes in their local- 
ities and to report them to NRA 
headquarters. 

She gave this advice at her press 
conference while a woman writer 
from England and one from Hol- 
land listened attentively. 
Dame Rachel Crowder, of En- 
gland, former head of the social 
section of the League of Nations, 
asked many questions on present- 
day American life and commented: 

“l’m most awfully thrilled: with! 
this experiment you are trying in 
the states, in spite of my cold Brit- 
ish blood. If your scheme does pull 
you out, it will pull a lot of us 
out.” :

She explained that the “pay 
cash and carry it away” retail cus- 
tomer Had in the last analysis, to 
pay extra on account of those who’ 
require all their purchases deliv- 
ered and who buy sometimes for 
the actual purpose of exchanging 
the article afterward. 

Pronouncing price-fixing so diffi- 
cult as to be almost impossible, Mrs. 
Roosevelt warned that consumers 
must learn to protect themselves. 

She recalled tracing a crate of 
spinach, years ago, through 12 
hands to the child who actually 
ate it for the good of his health 
—adding, she said, enormously to 
its expense. 

“If we set our minds to it as 
consumers, we could find ways in 
which we could eliminate some of 
the handling through which goods 
go,” she contended. . 

Asked if that would not deprive 
some persons of jobs, she an- 
swered: 

“Work which is not necesary had 
better be eliminated. We should use 
our ingenuity and find something 
for people to do that is really nec-

Cancer Tests 


RE there any tests for cancer? 
The answer to this query de 


pends upon what the questioner 


means by “test.” 

qf he has in thind anything akin 
to the Wasserman test in syphillis, 
or the tuberculin test in tuberculo 
sis, then the answer to his query 
must be negative; there is no de 
pendable specific test for cancer. 

On the other hand, there are cer- 

tain tests which can establish the 
existence of cancer in its early 
stages. Thus, the gastro-intestinal 
tract can he examined by means of 
the X-ray. The breast can be ex- 
amined by trans-illumination. Light 
is projected through the breast tis- 
sue and certain shadows, if pres 
ent, arouse the suspicion of the pos 
sible existence of cancer. 
' SThe test known as biopsy con- 
sists in the cutting out of a very 
minute portion of the suspected tis- 
sue for microscopic examination. 

A recent and rather remarkable 
test is confined strictly to the 

of tancer of the male 
sexua] giands. It has been found 
that when these organs are in- 
volved by a cancerous growth, the 
urine of the sufferer, when injected 
into immature mice, will bring on 
in them precocious sexual develop- 
ment. | 

Theoretically, cancerous growths 
should so alter the chemical con- 
stitution of the body that some 
chemical or blood test ought to be 
possible. To date, however, no such 
test has been devised. However, no 
one can say how soon science may 
discover one. 

If we could dia_nose cancer, par- 
ticularly of the internal organs, in 
its early stages, we could reduce 
substantially the number of deaths 
caused by this disease. For death 
from cancer is due not so much to 
the original cancerous growth, as 
to the secondary ones which arise 
therefrom. 

If the original cancer could be 
removed before it spreads, our re 
sults from surgery, radium and 
X-ray would be much better than 
they are at present. 

One can at times learn the se- 
crets of nature by imitating its 
processes. Hence, numerous scien- 
ists have for many years devoted 
themselves to the study of artifi- 
tial or experimentally produced 
animal cancers. 

One fundamental fact thereby 
established is that the cells of the 
higher animals are, under appro- 
priate conditions, capable of unlim- 
ited growth. 

If we could but determine the 
nature of these appropriate condi- 
tions, we would come close to the 
definition of the causes of cancer, 
which is an unlimited growth and 
multiplication of body cells. 

In the normal] body various cells 
multiply continuously, replac.ng 
worn out, lost or destroyed cells, 
but this multiplication is .under 
control. 

In new growths, whether inno- 
cent or malignant, control is lack- 
ing. Thus, a benign (non-killing) 
growth like a lipoma (fatty tumor) 
or a fibroid tumor of the uterus, 
may continue to increase in size, 
even while the individual is grow- 
ing emaciated and the other tis- 
sues are showing the decline asso- 
ciated with old age. 

Attempts to solve the problem of | 
the neture and cause of cancer 
have followed three main lines. 
One, not very productive, has dé- 
voted itself to the study of certain 
hereditary and embryonic factors. 

The second has been based on 
the assumption that cancer is 
caused by a filtrable virus—a mi- 
croscopically invisible living en- 
tity. Such an agent has been dem- 
onstrated in the case of a certain 
type of cancer in chickens, known’ 
as the sarcoma of fowls. Thus far, 
however, no such filtrable virus 
has been found associated with the 
eancers of other animals or of 
humans. 

The third line of study has con- 
cerned itself with the role of chron- 
ic irritation, the prevention and 
treatment of which constitute one 
of our major cancer preventive 
méasures, Cancer of the mouth, of 
the womb, and of the skin has been 
appreciably reduced by elimination 
of chronic irritation through early 
removal of the irritant and the 
chronically affeeted tissues.
